TOKYO — A Japanese Boeing 
741 with 524 rs and crew 
members aboard crashed and 
bumed in the mountains near here 
Monday night. in what could be the 
worst single plane disaster in the 
history of civilian aviation. 

Hours later, there was still no 
official word about casualties or 
survivors. Rescue teams were 
climbing through forests and 
mountains northwest of Tokyo to 
search for survivors, if any, from 
Japan Airlines Flight 123, 11 was 
bound from Tokyo to Osaka. 

A JAL spokesman said the pilot 
had reported trouble with a door. 

A military helicopter pilot who 
flew over the crash site, far from 
the airliner's planned flight path. 
saw cothing but flames. 

“We could see the flames for five 
minutes before reaching it,” zumi 
Omori said after he landed. “I saw 
flames at more than 10 places.” 

“I could not see the wreckage,” 
he added. “But the flames did not 
look like woods burning.” 

Pilots of two other planes report- 
ed seeing an aircraft buming in air 
before the crash, The Associated 
Press reported. 

Geoffrey Tudor, a spokesman 
for Japan Air Lines. sail the pas- 
senger list included 21 non-Japa- 
hese names.

The worst one-plane crash ever 
recorded until now was of a Turk- 
ish Airlines DC-10 near Paris in 
1974, in which 346 people died. A 
cargo door opened, ane'y by oo 
sive depressurization, and the floor 
collapsed, severing control lines. 

The worst accident reported in 
commercial aviation history was at 
Tenerife in the Canary Islands in 
March 1977, when 582 people died 
in ἃ runway collision in fog of two 
Boeing 747s, one operated by Pan 
American World Airways and the 
other by KLM.

LONDON — Producer 
prices in Britain rose 0.3 per- 
cent in July while manufactur- 
ers’ costs dropped 2 percent. the 
Trade and Industry Depan- 
ment said Monday. 

In June, producer prices rose 
0.1 percent and manufacturers’ 
costs dropped 1.5 percent, ac- 
cording lo revised figures. Man- 
ufacturers’ costs showed no 
change in the 12 months ended 
in July, after having risen 1.7 
percent over the year to June.

“The existence of an extremely 
complex body of jegislation un- 
doubtedly constitutes a major psy- 
chological constraint and may dis- 
courage some employers from 
taking on labor.” it said. 

The organization, which groups 
24 industrialized countries, said the 
program had reduced economic 
imbalances. but that recovery is 
only partial and there should be no 
relaxation. 

The OECD applauded policy- 
makers for curbing inflation. nar- 
rowing external deficits and in- 
creasing corporate profits. But it 
also said that the austerity program 
had contributed to stagnating de- 
mestic demand and slow growth. 

However, it said, growth in do- 
mestic demand would accelerate 10 
1.6 percent next year from 0.6 per- 
cent this year. 

The report also said that infla- 
tion would decline to an annual 
average of less than 5 percent dext 
vear. For this year. inflation is ex- 
pected to exceed 5.5 percent. 

‘The OECD also predicted that 
France would have a $3.2-billi 
trade deficit this vear. down from 
last year’s $3.8-billion defi ivit.
